An Election Joke. 



Apropos of tho Cork election, says 
tho 'World,' I heard in Ireland soruo 
months ago a charming story about 
one of the candidates.

National Institutions. 


It is a question with souio persons, 
whether tho national cbaracUr is form- 
ed by the national institutions, or 
whether the institutions are moulded 
by the character. The matter, we 
should say, is one entirely of degree. 
There is a mutual action and reaction 
of tho one upon the other. The in- 
stitutions might be directive, more 
than receptive, and in such case, their 
influence upon the national character 
would be especially marked. But tho 
influence, probably, would not be of 
the best kind. A. dead mechanical ab. 
Bolutism, for instance, might bo im- 
posed on a people by the will of a 
conqueror, and continued by his suc- 
cessors, until the spirit of tho people 
had been broken, until the spontaneity 
of popular action had been weakened, 
and their moral and intellectual ener- 
gies had btencrampod, if not destroy- 
ed. But take another case. Let us 
suppose, that to use a term of our own, 
the institutions are receptive, supposo 
that everything is left free, and every- 
thing, as ftvr as may be, removed that 
tends to obstruct progress, or Bhackle 
the energies of the human mind; the 
national character, having a full oppor- 
tunity of development, will in such a 
case react upon the institutions, and 
mould or control them with tenfold 
efficacy. A society Mill be formed in 
which the different classes of the com- 
monality shall balance, aid and defend 
one another, and in which, without 
reference to the policeman or tho 
soldier, the principles of lovo and in- 
telligence, of stability and activity, 
shall be united and blended. The sub- 
ject which we hfve oponed, is a largo 
one, but with the view of illustrating 
it briefly, let us refer to the cases 
of England and of Germany— 
the latter being a country with 
the people of which the people of 
England, historically or derivatively, 
have much in common. All of us 
know that the practical success of the 
political constitution of England has 
caused it to be adopted, or imitated, 
in other European countries in mod- 
ern days, under the idea that what was 
good in pne country would bo good in 
another. France and Spain have again 
and again tried the experiment, with- 
out success, of modelling their institu- 
tions after the English fashion. The 
parliamentary ByBtem works well in 
England, but the above-mentioned at- 
tempts to transplant it havo clearly 
shown that it will only flourish on a 
soil which possesses tho indispensable 
elements and conditions for its right 
working. The English constitution 
does not depend on any theoretical 
balances or adaptations, but on the 
peculiar character and common sense 
of the English people. It does the 
business very well which it is meant to 
do, though it is oftentimes, on its 
trial, from the point of view of theo- 
retical observers. It will not work 
where the ideas and mental habits of 
tho English do ' not dominate. We 
think that our English view of the ex 
nmple of modern Germany strikingly 
shows how tho character of the people 
is behoved to bo very influential in shaping 
political arrangements and institutions, or 
in making them worth to a good practical 
lesnlt. There is the greatest good feeling, 
generally, between England and Germa- 
ny, but bo far as politics are concerned 
Englishmen cannot reconcile the actions 
of Gorman so-called Liberal statesmen to 
any established principles of their own 
English political creed. They must oon- 
domn many of their rocont political uot3 
as contrary to English liberal and pro- 
greEsivo principles. We seo that Ger- 
mans, theoretically, have rights of free 
meeting, froe spoeob, and hj forth, to- 
gether with some dogreo of ministorial 
responsibility, but wo see at the same 
time that these rightB are seldom, if over, 
exorcised or appliod. Nevertheless— and 
here is ahown the belief in tho influence 
of national character over institutions in 
tho long run— wo seo that, despite tho ex- 
istence in Gei-rniiiiy of a nobility jealous 
about trifles, a buroauoratic class and a 
military dominating cla6a, espooially ob- 
noxious to English sontimont, together 
with a strict system of contralisod admin- 
istration, the belief is yot strong in Eng- 
land that somehow Gormany will come 
out all right— that is to say tho character 
of tho peoplo of Germany is certain tho 
English pooplo beliovo, in tho long run, 
to temper, modify and shapo Gorman in- 
stitutions in a direction favorable to tho 
development of thoso social and govern- 
mental principles and idoas which are es- 
teemed by tho English poople, and es- 
soined for tho roabon that long experi- 
ence has shown them to bo good. The 
belief iB widespread in England that tho 
German people-a kindred r»ro-notwith- 
stauding many incidents presented by tho 
Jn.tory and position of their country in 



Europo, will strive for and obtain full 
praotioal liberty in tho English sense, in 
addition to tho social order and national 
independence which thoy already possess. 
This belief is founded upon the consider- 
ation that tho national character of the 
Germans will mould and shape Gorman 
national institutions very influuntially in 
the long run.

Petition. 

A petition to tho Postmastor-Genoral of 
the Dominion is about to be circulated 
praying that the steamships plying be- 
tween San Francisco and this Province 
and carrying Her Majesty's mails may be 
ordered to enter this harbor, instead of, 
as is now tho case, arriving at and sailing 
from Esquimau. The object of tho peti- 
tion is no doubt good, but whether it can 
be carriod into oil'ect is a problem which 
yet remains unsolved. Tho contract bo- 
tween tho Dominion Government and tho 
Company at prosent carrying tho mails 
between horo and San Francisco calls for 
boats able to run at so many knots pe" 
hour. With this stipulation it is there- 
fore necossary that tho boats should bo of 
certain tounago— in fact, comparatively 
largo boats— and whilst this provision of 
the contract is observed it seems ques- 
tionable whether the vessols can at 
all hours aud onany tides conic 
alongside tho city wharves. Tho in- 
telligence was received with regret 
that the improvement of this harbor had 
been stopped by tho withdrawal of the 
dredger, but it was at tho same time hop- 
ed that the Dominion Government would 
see tho propriety of renewing that im- 
provement, if only for tho sake of render- 
ing the harbor available for tho mail 
steamers. No aotion for such a renewal 
appears, however, to have taken place. 
The matter of the petition to tho Post- 
master-General would therefore seem to 
link itself with tho importance of harbor 
improvement. Until tho latter is obtained 
an order to tho effect that the San Fran- 
cisco steamers shall outer this harbor 
could be rapidly mot with the reply that 
the harbor lacks capacity for their Bafe 
reception. It would bo well, then, whilst 
petitioning, to ask that the harbor may be 
so improved as to permit of the desir- 
ed arrival and departure of tho mail 
steamers, otherwise tho document will 
Btultify itsolf on very much tho same 
grouuils as a petition would praying that 
a camel may bo ordered to pass through 
tho eye of a neodlo.

Arrival of the Otter. 

Tho stoamer Ottor arrived here at 5:30 
p.m. yesterday from Fort Wrangel and 
way ports on tho Northwest Coast. She 
brings no lator news from tho mines than 
was received by tho stoainor California 
last weok and tho following iB a memor- 
andum of hor trip and a summary of 
items of interest on the coast: 

Left Victoria on Wednesday, l'Jth July; 
coaled at Departure Bay; called at Fort 
Rupert, Bella Bella, Essiugtou, Inver- 
ness, Metlahkatlah, Fort Simpson, and 
reached Wrangel on Tuesday morniug, 
25th July. Left next day; touched at 
Fort Simpson, Inverness, Fort Rupert, 
Alert Bay ; coaled at Departure Bay and 
reached Victoria on Monday, 31st July. 

Tho news from tho mines has already 
been furnished through tho California. 

At Inverness tho salmon are running 
freoly and the North Wostern Commer- 
bial Company are busy canning them. 

Work on the now stenmor at Esaington, 
is going forward satisfactorily. 

Mr. A. G. Pindor, O. P. R. S., reports 
that on tho 19th July, when descending 
Salmon, tho canoo carrying himself and 
others swamped and a man named Isaac 
Houch, one of Mr. Hunter's party, was 
drowned. 

The Otter remained about half an hour 
off the Grapplor to onableCapt. Moore to 
go on board. Tho camels are under hor 
storn and Capt Moore has hopes of rais- 
ing her successfully. A gale from the 
south-east is tho greatest danger to bo ap- 
prehended. 

Tho following were amongst some 20 
passongors who arrived por steamer Otter: 
Messrs. J. Todd, J. L. Crimp, O. Cavin 
and Capt. W. Moore from Wrangel; W. 
M. Neal from Invornoss; A. Piuder aud 
M. McCluro from Bella Bella. 

Drowned in Salmon River.— On the 
19th of July last a sad accident occurred 
on Salmon River, Dean's Canal. Our in- 
formant status thut four men belonging 
to tho railroad survey parties named 
Messrs. Creighton, A. Pinder, McClure 
and Hooch accompanied by three Indians 
wore coming down tho river in a canoe 
and that when about fifteen miles up 
stream tho canoo was swamped. All man- 
aged to gain tho shore by swimming with 
the excoption of Houch who was carried 
away in tho torrent and drowned. The 
canoo split in two was subsequently found 
a mile and a half below where tho acci- 
dent happoned and tho body of tho uii- 
c ortunate man, fearfully inuttilated by 
boulders, two miles further down on a 
«*nd bar. Deceased was picked up by 
his comrades and buried at tho depot on 
tho liOth at noon. The mail having been 
securely fastond to tho canoo was not 
lost.

An Explanation. 

Editor Colonist :— Thoro appears iu 
your issue of tho 12th inat ., an ar- 
ticlo headed Strange Conduct of an 
Interior, J. P. in which tho facts are 
somewhat misstated.

Before pas- 
sing seutonco tho magistrate said that 
this offenca was of so frequent occur- 
ence here it was necessary to make an 
examplo of somo one in order to put a 
stop to it. I answered, in a manner 
the reverse of pouitont, that I was a 
stranger and therefore the proper per- 
son to make an example of, and as 
your correspondent has it bade him 
"sock it to me," though not in those 
words. My sontonco was as is stated 
in your article two years imprisonment 
and live hundred dollars fine. 

Tho townspeople petitioned tho County 
Court Judgo, not the Chief Justice, and 
not till he replied, Bt.atiug that ho had no 
jurisdiction iu the matter was there any 
appeal made to tho Justieo of Peaco by 
whom I was sentenced ; and whon ho was 
appealed to be promptly offered mo a now 
hearing whon I proved- extenuating cir- 
cumstances that bad tho effect of reducing 
my sentence to a lino of §25 and costs and 
I am quite suro if at my first hearing I 
had shown tho same oause, aud bohuvod 
in a becoming manner, I would have ex- 
perienced tho same lenient treatment. 
My fine would not have oxceedod £25 and

EASTERN STATES. 

New York. July 29.— Tho special firm- 
ness in gold with sales up to 112}^ was 
caused partly by probabilities of the ro- 
peal of tho spooio resumption bill. Wash- 
ington dispatches say the probabilities of 
tho silver bill becoming law are good. 

Toledo, July 211.— The Blade's crop re- 
port from 173 counties in Ohio, Indiana, 
Illinois show nearly a full average wheat 
crop in quantity and superior quality. 
Corn is nearly a total failure in Illinois, 
Indiana and Michigan. There will bo an 
enormous crop of potatoes. Hay is a largo 
crop, and fruit generally will bo abun- 
dant. 

Dubuque, Iowa, July 29.— In many 
wheat fields in this section tho reaper was 
put to work this weok and abandoned, the 
grain not being worth harvesting. Far- 
mers must roly on thoir old crops or buy 
grain for bread. Not one in ton willraiso 
enough for family use. This condition 
crops extend throughout Dubuquo, Dole- 
waro and Jacksou counties and is tho 
worst failure known in several years. 
Floods, chinch bugs and Hessian flies 
have donq thoir work completely. 

S-'-hatoqa, July 2H. — Tho third day's 
racing is on a heavy truck and before a 
large crowd of people. First race, flash 
stakes, two-year olds, distance half a mile, 
won by Zoo Zoo; time, 51 X . Second 
race, for tho Saratoga Cup, wua regarded 
as tho principal race of tho meeting. Thoro 
were four starters, won by Tom Ochiltree; 
time, LOUJ-jj distance, 2% miles. 

Washington, July 29. — The Sunday 
Civil Appropriation bill if tho President 
withholds his signature, will not become 
law on Monday next as has been Btated, 
for Sundays are not counted in tho ton 
days, at the end of which if Congress is 
still in session tho bill becomes lnw with- 
out his signature. This bill was sent to 
the President on Friday tho 21st iust., 
and unloss approved by him cannot bo- 
come law until Wodnosduy, Aug. 01st. So 
that Tuesday, which is abovo tho contin- 
gency will bo unprovided for, and tho 
lighthouse, establishments and other 
branches of the public service not other- 
wise appropriated for will have to suspend 
operations on that day unless some steps 
bo takon to prevent troublo or disastrous 
rosults. 

CALIFORNIA. 

San Francisco, July 29.— Tho rapid 
increase of smallpox is causing consider- 
able uneasiness iu tho city and it is be- 
lieved that serious developments may bo 
oxpocted. During the weok 92 new cases 
wero reported and 24 deaths, and it is 
spreading among all classes, tho highest 
as well aa tho lowest. 20 cases wero re- 
ported at the health oflioe and it i* likely 
from tho commencement made this morn- 
ing that as many more will come in dur- 
ing the day. Two physicians are in at- 
tendance at tho health oflico from morn- 
ing until night and hundreds aro vaocin- 
atod daily.

St. Petersburg, July 29.— A dispatch 
from Prince Nikata says tho Turks under 
Moukhtar Paahe attacked us early to-day. 
At Drbiza a severe engagement ensued 
and fighting iv still proceeding. We have 
broken through tho Turkish lines Osmau 
Pasha was captured and brought here 
alive. Wo havo taken many prisoners. 

Paris, July 29.— Ex-Queen Isabella on 
the ova of her departure fnr Spain has 
written a letter to President Macmahon 
thanking him for kindness shown hor 
during her eight years residence in 
Prance. 

London, July 29, — Yodrhawna, a mari- 
time town of Sweden, was almost totally 
burned on tho 22nd inst. Croat local dis- 
tress prevails, damage many millions. 

Tho fortnightly settlement of the Stock 
Exchange was accomplished with only- 
two moderately sized failures.

CANADA. 

Halifax, Jnly 28. — A company of vol- 
unteers has gone to the Sydney, C. B., 
coal miners. Tho manager of tho mines 
was shot at yesterday, and last night the 
striking minora tore up tho railroad track 
and emptied tho coal wagons. Tho miners 
say they ate determined to resist tho re- 
duction of wages, and will prevent ship- 
ment of coal during tho strike.

EASTERN STATES. 

f<nw York, July 27. — During tho past 
week 457 deaths havo occurred in this 
oity; iu Brooklyn tho number was 126 
loss than during tho previous woek. The 
births in this city numbered 410. 

New York, July 28. — A terrible panic 
occurred on tho steamer Sunshine, ono of 
tho many excursion boats running to 
Uockaway beach, Conoy Island, this af- 
ternoon. The engineer loft hia post for a 
few minutes, when a small hole was blown 
in tho boiler. Several persons wore slight- 
ly scalded by escaping steam, which en- 
veloped the boat so that objects two foot 
nway wero invisible. Tho wildest scone 
of confusion ensued; women fainted, men 
crying fire, and the passengers crowding 
aft. The steamer was at last towod to Co- 
noy island, whore the engineer narrowly 
escaped lynching for deserting his post. 

New York, July 27.— Tho yacht race to 
Capo May and return for tho Bennett 
challenge cup commenced this afternoon 
from Sandy Ilook with tho following 
yachts competing: Idler, Wanderer, Ti- 
dal Wave, America and tho Canadian 
yacht Countess of Dufferin, Whon last 
soon tho America led, tho Idler followod, 
the Wanderer and Tidal Wave noxt and 
the Oountoss of Dufferin far to the wind- 
ward and also far behind, The rnoo will 



probably bo finished to-morrow forouoon, 
or tho following day. 



Cincinnati, July 20. — Tho Enquirer's 
special says Evorton, ten miles from Dib- 
orty, was almost totally destroyed by fire 
at a late hour last night. Losb aud in- 
surance not reported. Tho lire is believ- 
ed to have been tho work of an incondia- 
ry, and tho exasperated peoplo aro scour- 
ing tho country in pursuit of tho culprit. 

Washington, July 27.— Official returns 
made in tho bureau of statistics show that 
during tho fiscal year ondiug Juno i)0th., 
1870, there arrived in tho United States 
22,572 Chinese immigrants, of whom only 
250 were females. During the correspond- 
ing period of 1875, tho total immigration 
to I ho United Statos from China, was 10,- 
•137, of whom 82 wero fomales.

consul at Trinidad, diod Tuesday of yel- 
low fever. 



CALIFORNIA. 

San Francisco, July 27.— Tho Pacific 
Mail steamer City of Snu FrauciBco arriv- 
ed this ovoning from Sydney via Honolu- 
lu. Among her pussongera aro the Aus- 
tralian Rifle Team, on route to Philadel- 
phia to compete at the Centennial match- 
es. It is also rumoured that Col. Stoin- 
bergor, of Samoa, is on board, but tho re- 
port lacks confirmation. 

San Francisco, July 28.— Tho Austra- 
lian rifle team, which arrived on tho City 
of Sau Francisco last night, will take part 
in the regular monthly match of tho Cali- 
fornia Itillo Association to-morrow, by 
courtesy, und then they will bo entertain- 
ed at dinner at the Palace Hotel. 

A few days ago it was announced that 
tho ship Sumatra had been engaged to 
take 400 Chinamen from this port to 
Hongkong. It appearH that tho Chinese 
merchants engaged passenger acoommo- 
modations of the ship for §5,000. They 
then posted notices through tho State that 
indigent Chinamen to tho number of 400 
could obtain passage homo on the vessel 
for the low sum of ten dollars, each air- 
mailing thoir own provisions, tho ship 
providing water and fuel. The merchants 
paid tho balance of §1,000 duo on the 
charter, and also made arrangements with 
tko heads of the six companies to remit 
the return capitation tax of $15 due the 
companies from doparting countrymen. 

EUROPE. 
London, July 20. — Archbishop Connol- 
ly is dead. 

London, July 27.— Tho "Flying Dutch- 
man," fast train running between Taun- 
ton and Bristol, loft tho track noar Long 
Ashton. Tho engineer and fireman wore 
killed, and it is feared a number passen- 
gers wore also killod. 

Tho Standard's Paris special eays that 
the government powder magazine at Tou- 
lon has blown up. There wus groat loss 
of life. 

Paris, July 27, — It is stated that Presi- 
dent MacMahon, at a Cabinet Council, re- 
pudiated tho scheme attributed to him of 
forming a ministry from the minority. 
Ho adheres thoroughly to tho constitu- 
tional position heretofore taken by him. 

Constantinople, July 20. — It is stated 
that the Government has docidod to issue 
paper currency to tho amount of £3,000.- 
000. 

Beblin, July 27.— Tho Emperor Wil- 
liam has earnesty impressed tho Prince of 
Roumania with the importance of main- 
taining peace. Turkey has demanded 
from Roumania tho observance of strict 
neutrality, and has complained that mu- 
nitions of war are transmitted to tho Ser- 
vians through Roumanian territory. 

London, July 28.— A Times' special say« 
tho Servian army is disorganized. The 
antagonism of Russian oflicers and volun- 
teers and tho natives prevents all unity of 
aotion in tho army. Tho Sorvinns b»liove 
Russia wants to create a monarchy under 
the Prince of Montenegro, including Mon- 
tenegro, Sorvia, Bosnia and Herzegovida. 

Madrid, July 28.— Tho King has con- 
tracted a marriage with the daughter of 
the Duke do Montpensier. 

Paris, July 28. — Ex-Queen Isabella 
and family leave to-day for Spain. The 
Spanish ambassador' will accompany her 
to St. Jean DeLuz. 

Tho News' Madenco special says the 
blockade of tho ports of Dahomey was 
declared on tUB 1st of July. Tho British 
man-of-war Spiteful is stationed nt Why- 
dan, and the Arill at Littlo Popo. The 
vessols now in tho blockaded ports will 
be allowed thirty days to load and depart. 
It is not intended to attack Dahomey from 
tho sea. An available force will go iu 
mail boats to Port Novo and thenoo to 
tho capital. 

Aquatic Championship Race. 

Under the most favorable circum- 
stances that could havo been wished 
for, tho race for tho championship of 
the world was rowod between Josoph 
H. Sadler, tho English champion, and 
Edward Triokett, of Australia. Of 
tho two competitors Sadler iu by fur 
the elder, being 37 yours of ago, while 
Triokett will complete his 25th year 
on tho '25th of next Soptembor. Sad- 
ler scaled 10 stono 11 lb. on tho day of 
tho race. Triokett, who is G feet i 
inches in height and tho "tallest scul- 
ler on record," woighed 12 stone i lb. 
Tho latter, upon his arrival in this 
country, some weeks ago, placed him- 
self under tho euro of Henry Kelley, 
tho ex-champion, who tuught him the 
uso of the sliding seat, which ho was 
not accustomed to. His'reach is long 
and, takon altogether, his stylo is very 
good, though lacking in the clean sharp 
regularity of Sadler. Tho Australian, 
too, possesses unusual strength, and 
rowod with sculls having a blado an 
inch broader than is customary. 

Tho lino weather had attracted a 
good many onlookers to tho tow-path, 
and at Putney, tho starling place, tho 
crowd was very dense. No loss than 
olovon steamers, all woll laden, accom- 
companied tho raco. Tho start was 
fixed for 5 o'clock, but it wus twonty 
minutos pust before Sadler appeared, 
and in a few minutes Triokett follow- 
ed. Tho former had lost tho toss, and 
consequently took tho Surrey side. 
While tlioy wero waiting for tho word 
to go, £300 to X200 was offorod upon 
Sadler, but with tho oxcoption of this 
ofl'or hotting was very limited. 

At 30 minutes past live tho start wus 
effootod, tho first to catch tho wutor 
being Sadlor, who, sculling 41 strokes 
in the first miftato, managed.' to yot 



the nose of his boat in front. Oppo- 
site the London boat house, however, 
tho boats wero level. At Craven 
Point, Trickott, who was rowing 37 to 
Sadler's 39, was loading by u length, 
and at the Crab Tree had increused 
the lead to two lengths. At Hammer- 
smith Bridge Sudlor, who was rowing 
in his usual bonutiful style, made one 
or two spurts, but to no advantage, as 
the Australian was still gaining with- 
out any apparent effort. Nearing 
Barnes Bridge, Sadler mado his last 
offort, and succeeded in bringing his 
boat within a couple of lengths of 
Trickett's. But from this point the 
latter rapidly drew away, and roacbod 
Mortlako fully four lengths in front of 
Sadler. 

Undoubtedly the rowing of the lat- 
ter lacked the life ho usually puts into 
i J( and this is partly explained by the 
fact that about ton days ago he caught 
a severe cold which prevented him 
from practising for somo days. It is 
probable, too, that his best days are 
over, and it was no disgrace to be 
beaten by such a powerful young scul- 
ler as Trickett. 

The timo of tho race was 24 minutes, 
3G. seconds.— London "Times."
